was recruited from a mong the planta 
tion negroes recsuitlv slav es o f non hern 
iit'orgia Alab atna and Tcnnesaee, with a 
sm all sp rinkling fro m Mississip p i. Dec. 
25, 1 s6 4, was my first C hristm as as a field 
o fficer, and with the co lo red tro o p

w ith all o f them —it was their first Christ 
mas as so ldiers and with m any o f them 
their lirst ho liday as free men.

so me o f o u r Tennessee negro es who knew 
the b y p aths, we elu ded tie* Co nfederate 
p ickets and go t into the U nio n lines.
